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Boston Irade Binders Foresee 


Benefits from New Agreement 


Au OF the good features of 
NRA have been salvaged in a new 
code plan which has been adopted by 
the Boston Trade Binders and Paper 
Rulers Association. Members expect 
immediate and lasting benefits, even 
in excess of those expected under 
NRA, to result from the plan, which 
was devised by Walter R. Guild, Re- 
gional Code Administrator for the in- 
dustry under NRA. 

Stabilization suffered many delays 
before the present plan was reached. 
Because of reverses under NRA, a 
previous code program was not ready 
to be put into effect until the week be- 
fore the fatal Supreme Court decision, 
which dashed the hopes of Boston 
binders and rulers who had waited 
several years for an enforceable pro- 
gram. But their cooperative efforts, 
far from being wasted, have been util- 
ized in the “two-year bonded agree- 
ment” which is now under way. 

To make certain that no part of 
the plan is unconstitutional or in any 
way opposed to the statutes of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, the 
association retained the services of 
Richard H. Lee, a Boston attorney. 
Establishments representing 83% of 
the total annual trade binding and 
paper ruling sales in the Boston terri- 
tory are members. 

The directors of the Boston Trade 
Binders and Paper Association who 
have been the leaders in inaugurating 
the new plan are Joseph Wesby (J. S. 
Wesby and Sons, Worcester), presi- 
dent; John Dykeman (George Cole- 
man Company), vice-president ; Hec- 
tor MacDonald (Bay State Bindery), 
treasurer; Arthur S. MacKenzie 
(Union Bookbinding Company), sec- 
retary; Owen H. Lane (O. H. Lane 
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* Joint Committee of Binders, Rulers, and Customers 
Approves Endorsement of Uniform Sales Contract and 
Credit Reporting System; C.O.D. Basis for Delinquents 


Company), H. B. Waters (Boston 
Mailing Company), and A. H. Bur- 
len (Robert Burlen & Son). 


A NEW constitution and by-laws 
provide that the association shall 
adopt a schedule of minimum wages 
and maximum hours, a Uniform Sales 
Contract, and any such other sched- 
ules as it cares to; operate a Credit 
Reporting Bureau for the purpose of 
placing delinquent customers on a 
C O.D. basis; and work :n coopera- 
tion with a Joint Committee of print- 
ers, stationers, and paper merchants 
towards stabilization of the industry 
for the mutual benefit of the indus- 
tries represented by the Joint Com- 
mittee. All association schedules are 
to be approved by the Joint Commit- 
tee before being put into effect. 

Each member is required to sign a

$200 bond as tangible evidence of 
good faith, the bond to remain in ef- 
fect until August 1, 1937. This pro- 
vision gives the plan the “teeth” nec- 
esary to assure successful results. 

The association is to see to it that 
members do not sell at less than their 
own costs; provision is made for de- 
termining what constitutes cost. An 
insignia is to be adopted for use only 
by members in good standing. Viola- 
tion of any provision of the constitu- 
tion or by-laws is punishable by the 
assessment of a $50 fine. 

No attempt is made to control or 
to affect interstate activities since 
practically all of the business done by 
the members is purely intrastate. The 
by-laws set forth the procedure to be 
followed in handling complaints of 
violations, and the Massachusetts 
state courts have jurisdiction over 
cases which cannnot be settled by an 
arbitrator selected by the association 
and the respondent. 


, most important feature of 
the plan is the Joint Committee, 
which is expected to do much to bring 
about a better understanding between 
producer and consumer, and econo- 
mies for the consumer as well as the 
trade binders and rulers. This com- 
mittee, at its organization meeting, 
made provision for the endorsement 
of a Uniform Sales Contract and 
Credit Reporting System. Each group 
was requested to secure formal vote 
of its association members, inasmuch 
as the trade binders and paper rulers 
want to be sure that their business

methods have their customers’ ap- 
proval. 

It is believed that the Joint Com- 
mittee will cooperate to the extent of 
preparing and publishing a Price List 
as a Guide to Fair Value for users 
of trade binding and ruling. 

The second most important feature 
is the placing of delinquent accounts 
on a C.O.D. basis. Heretofore cus- 
tomers have stretched their credit to 
the limit and have then shifted their 
work to another binder. In some 


cases, as many as five or six binders 
and rulers have lost substantial 
amounts to one customer who even- 
tually has failed. Under the new 
plan, this should not happen and 
many losses will be avoided. 
Printers, stationers, and paper 
dealers are as much interested in the 
successful operation of this plan as are 
binders and rulers because, to a cer- 
tain extent, it will prevent the finan- 
cially weak customers from securing 
an unfair advantage over those who

are working towards stabilization of 
their own industries. 

The third feature of importance is 
the “No Selling Below Cost” provi- 
sion. Its value is evident. 

While members do not expect that 
the industry will boom simply be- 
cause they have launched this pro- 
gram, or that 100% results will come 
over-night, they have faith that dur- 
ing the two-year life of the agree- 
ment, conditions will become vastly 
more stabilized than ever before. 


A Matter of Form 


* Concerted Use of System of Forms, Urged as Method of Set- 


A PARAGRAPH on “Terms” 
opened the text of the Uniform Sales 
Contract which was recently distri- 
buted by the Trade Binding and 
Paper Ruling Institute to its mem- 
bers. These suggested terms, the re- 
sult of extended deliberations and 
long experience, read about as fol- 
lows: 

The terms of credit extended to cus- 
tomers shall be “Net 20 days E. O. M.” 
lf payment is not made within 20 days 
E. O. M., the account shall be considered 
in arrears, and the customer shall be 
advised of this status; and if at the ex- 
piration of 30 more days the account

still remains unpaid, he will be required 
to pay cash until account is cleared. 

In order to facilitate the working 
of this credit system, the Institute’s 
Accounting Department worked out 
a series of forms to be used in each 
locality. Wherever the above-men- 
tioned or similar terms are in effect 
either by adherence to the original 
Uniform Sales Contract or by other 
mode of agreement, these forms can 
be used to good advantage in placing 
members of the industry on a sound 
credit basis.

The Technique of Mosaic Bindings 


A NUMBER of questions having 
been asked about the technique of my 
mosaic or kaleidoscopic bindings, a 
case of which was shown at Columbia 
University last Spring, the editor has 
asked me to explain in some detail the 
methods I use to produce this rather 
unusual style. 


Let us take pieces of leather of 
from three to six colors, a few gouges, 
a small knife, and a certain amount 
of patience; and with these elements 
we can produce a work which has 
simplicity as well as infinite variety 
or unlimited intricacy. These results 
are possible because equilateral de- 
sign allows for liberal extension or 
reduction, and the opposition of col- 
ors creates an agreeable equipoise. 


You will perhaps say: “But the 
time it takes is prohibitive.” Well, 
time and result are generally relative, 
and if Rodin is right, “Slowness is 
beauty.” It is important at present 
to develop a style and a method which 
the layman can readily grasp and un- 
derstand. If we succeed, it may bring 
the real booklover to the surface 
again, and we may meet men among 
the new generation who will take the 
place of Hoe, Avery, Poor, Chew, 
Andrews, and others. 


The book which is to be decorated 
in this mosaic fashion should be 
bound in unsplit leather to allow suffi- 
cient body for the inlays to sink in

and also to avoid the glassy effect of 
some split hides. 


I HE first step of the decoration 
is, as usual with elaborate designs, 
the working pattern. But in my style

Walters. All executed in the 
mosaic or, more descriptively, 
kaleidoscopic style, they were 
the subject of inquiry on the 
part of many amateur and pro- 
fessional bookbinders. 


Mr. Walters’ work has won 
acclaim in Europe as well as 
here, and much has _ been 
written in appreciation of his 
technique. The fact that these 
intricate designs are carried out 
with only a few simple tools 
and infinite patience is fre- 
quently a subject of wonder. 
In this article, which is to ap- 
pear in two instalments, Mr. 
Walters gives, for the first time 
some helpful advice to binders 
interested in following his 
method. 


of cover the geometric basis requires 
an exact division of the size of the 
front or back cover or backbone into 
a great many equal units. 

Take for example the front cover 
of the Keats volume, a picture of 
which accompanies this article. The 
total number of large squares is 24, 
or 6 rows of 4. This unit is sub- 
divided into 4 smaller squares sym- 
metrically arranged about a central 
point, bringing the front cover total 
to 96 identical small squares. Each 
of these, as you see, consists in this 
case of 3 long curved triangles, 1 seg- 
ment of a circle, and 1 corner piece 
(with gold dot),—which makes 5 in- 
lays to each small square or 480 inlays 
for the whole front cover. 

Don’t be dismayed by the number. 
Working systematically, you will find 
that the time passes quickly and en- 
joyably, and the satisfactory comple- 
tion of one of these bindings brings 
a rare joy to its creator. But I have 
gone too far ahead. Let us go back 
to the working pattern. 

The design should be laid out on 
a tough bond paper the size of the 
cover, and laid out into squares or ob- 
longs and panels of a size that will 
best fit the proportions. Instead of 
an all-over design, as on the Keats, 
some version of the border with cen- 
tral panel might be more appropriate, 
as on the volume of Shakespeare's 
Sonnets, also illustrated herewith. In

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either case, the first step is to rule off 
the paper sheet into the determined 
general design of small squares or ob- 
longs, within a border if it calls for 
one. 


Tue next step is working out a 
geometrical design composed of the 
regular juxtaposition of certain 
curved lines corresponding to your 
gouges. I find that four or five gouges 
are sufficient ; the reproduction on this 
page shows the impression of the tools 
used on the Keats volume. It may not 
be believed, but actually an infinite 
number of designs is possible with 
these few curved lines; and putting 
them together in new ways is one of 
the most interesting steps in my 
method. You don’t even have to 
worry about color yet, though we 
shall soon come to that point. 

When you have decided on a unit 
of design, trace out four or six identi- 
cal units in a block and see how they 
look together. You may find, when 
you look at them in this way, that

you have so many small parts that 
the design is lost, impractical, and 
confused. Or that you have so few 
parts that a more complex design is 
needed. This will also show you 
whether an additional segment or two 
can be used to join the parts together. 


Book of Knowledge Publishers 
Issue Jubilee Edition 


A Silver Jubilee Edition of The 
Book of Knowledge, The Children’s 
Encyclopedia, has been issued by the 
Grolier Society, 2 W. 45th St., N. Y. 
C., to celebrate the 25th birthday of 
the well known 20-volume set. Two 
new styles of binding have been pro- 
vided for the edition, one in blue cloth, 
stamped in gold; the other bound in 
red art craft, stamped in gold and 
embossed. The special edition has also 
been revised in text and brought up-to- 
date. 

Some imposing statistics have also 
been uncorked by the publishers, who 
estimate that if the sets manufactured 
during the last quarter-century were 
piled on top of one another they would 
make a tower over 4,500 times as high 
as the Empire State building.

Decide just how you are going to 
use your units in the total design, and 
then trace out blocks of units on your 
paper working pattern, which you 
have already divided into sections. Ex- 
cept for your own satisfaction, it is 
often necessary only to fill in one 
quarter of the pattern, provided your 
total design is symmetrical, inasmuch 
as the four quarters will in this case 
be identical. Of course the final pat- 
tern must be finished exactly in total- 
ity. 

Other details that should be settled 
before proceeding further are the po- 
sition of gold-tooled dots, circles, etc., 
and the style, shape, and width of 
borders.

Research Clinic at Rome 
To Study Book “Diseases” 


A research institute, to study book 
“diseases,” will be shortly established in 
Rome, under the direction of Prof. Al- 
fonso Gallo, well known authority on 
book restoration. Studies will be made 
to determine the reasons for changes in 
paper, leather, parchment, and other 
bookmaking materials, which have shown 
signs of deterioration, with a view to 
their solution. 

Bibliographic material will also be re- 
stored. A collection of books damaged 
by insects, biological infections, fire, and 
humidity will also be established to of- 
fer specimens for intensive research. 


An D. now comes the, coloring— 
for before you start cutting out your 
inlays, you will need to know from 
what color leathers they will be cut. 
Here, too, I find it easiest to work 
out colors first on the preliminary 
sketch, later copying them on to the 
working pattern proper. In fact it is 
even good to color part of the earlier 
design as you work it out, as it will 
help you to arrive more quickly to- 
wards an idea.

As an example, the 
Shakespeare inlays are of twelve col- 
ors: border: dark blue; center: red, 
dark maroon, orange, dark brown, 
medium green, dark lavender; sides: 
lemon, light green, lavender, tan 
wine. A simpler design might require 
fewer than a half-dozen colors. In 
any event, the colors should be 
worked out first on the single unit, 
so that it will be pleasing in itself, 
and then on a block of five or six 
units to make sure that the whole 
cover will form an attractive blend. 
In a given design, the color combina- 
tions are also unlimited geometrically ; 
the task is to find a suitable arrange- 
ment, and then adhere to it through- 
out. 


You now have an idea of the way 
the finished cover will look. The 
next step is cutting the inlays from 
the hides or scraps of leather. And 
this, I think, will take an article in 
itself.

For the first time in the history of 
the British Museum a binding job has 
been entrusted to an outsider. Douglas 
Cockerell, noted British extra binder, 
has been commissioned by the museum 
to bind the Codex Sinaiticus, which the 
British Museum recently purchased for 
£100,000. Mahogany boards, with white 
pigskin back, will be used to bind the 
volume. The binding should last five 
centuries under protective library con- 
ditions.

THEODORE JOHNSON and VERNON 
Ives of the Rudge organization, as 
you've perhaps heard, have organized 
Holiday House, with offices at the 
Rudge address, and the new publish- 
ing firm will bring out five out-of-the- 
ordinary juveniles this year, very like- 
ly increasing the list in 1936. Miss 
Gentry (she is really Mrs. David 
Greenhood, her husband being a writ- 
ing man, who turns out fiction and 
poetry) is doing the designing and 
handling production, at the same time 
engaging in a limited amount of free- 
lance design and book commissions 
for other publishers. 

Miss Gentry—to use her Lucy 
Stone nomenclature—is a native Cali- 
fornian, and served her master printer 
apprenticeship at the Grabhorn Press, 
San Francisco, an alma mater where 
the highest traditions of book print- 
ing, design, and binding are followed 
just as far as the decimal point will 
reach. She made a national reputation 
with her Helen Gentry Juveniles, 
“designed and printed so that their 
readers may enjoy early in life the 
best traditions of unaffected bookmak- 
ing,” she says. Selection of the books 
of the Helen Gentry Press by the 
American Institute of Graphic Arts 
for its annual “50 Books” exhibitions 
testifies to the excellence of their pro- 
duction. 

In binding styles Miss Gentry plays 
no favorites, using cloth, stamped or 
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with labels; cased-in decorative paper 
over boards and other media with 
equal facility. Now and then, in de- 
signing tiny volumes which find them- 
selves in the top of Christmas stock- 
ings, she employs a gay chapbook 
style with printed boards, the latter 
often being plain chipboard, aside 
from the printing, and cleverly sand- 
wiching the pages, whose backbone is 
bright cloth. But she’s quite at ease 
with other trade books, besides juven- 
iles. Just wait and see, for Holiday 
House offerings are on the way.

First of all, it 
comes in a folder, prominently cap- 
tioned, “The Key to All Bindery Op- 
erations,’ which ought to intrigue 
any printer, with its tangible promise 
of unlocking the door to larger 
profits. 

In the proverbial nutshell, the sam- 
ple card has been subjected to. the 
many sizes, styles, and shapes of 
punching dies which Mid-West has in 
its equipment, ready to be used on 
printers’ jobs. The sheet also has a 
small example of ruling and crimp- 
ing, as well as lines in two styles of 
perforating. It is also round-cornered 
and index-tabbed in styles which the 
bindery is able to furnish quickly. 

The most important thing to re- 
member about the sample card is that 
it is minus all advertising matter fea- 
turing the bindery; its purpose is to 
allow the printer to quote his cus- 
tomer just as if the Mid-West facili- 
ties were his. As Mid-West literally 
says, ‘“‘We have produced this piece 
at no small expense and we sincerely 
hope it will prove to be a real help to 
you in securing additional business of 
this nature.” The business which 
Mid-West has built up by this means 
indicates the appreciation which print- 
ers feel towards such practical co-op- 
eration.

These cases are uniform in size and 
general arrangement. The San Fran- 
cisco Club of Printing House Crafts- 
men has furnished the case on hand 
bookbinding, and our old friends, 
Hersert and PeTrer FAHEY, the 
well known Coast extra binders, ar- 
ranged the display for the ’Frisco 
club. 

The traveling case is 21% ft. wide 
x 4 ft. in length and about 7” in 
depth. It consists of an upper or lid 
panel hinged to the lower or bottom 
panel. There are 20 display panels 
in the case, 10 in the upper section 
and 10 in the lower. Each panel is 
cardboard, covered with silver paper, 
8” x 1114", on which the specimens 
are mounted. The background or lin- 
ing of the case is a deep blue velvet. 
The panels and exhibits are securely 
held by hidden clamps. 

First shown at the International 
Convention of the Craftsmen held last 
month in Cincinnati, the bookbind- 
ing exhibit, with its brothers, will be 
sent on tour. A lecture to accompany 
the case has been written by HARVEY

which explains more in detail the var- 
ious steps followed by the hand binder 
in building a beautiful book from the 
folding of the printed sheets to the 
sewing, forwarding and finishing op- 
erations. The San Francisco club and 
the Faheys are to be commended for 
their enterprise in spreading the gos- 
pel of beautiful bindings throughout 
the country.

Wauue on the subject of the 
FAHEYS, we just can’t resist showing 
you some recent work which they 
have done, illustrating the Fahey 
method of binding. All the opera- 
tions, it might be explained, are hand 
executed, such as sewing and leather 
paring; sewing the silk threads 
around the various leather founda- 
tions for the headbands which har- 
monize with the leather and subject 
matter; the gilt tops and tooling. 
The guest book is bound in dark 
blue hard-grain morocco with a tur- 
quoise blue Turkey morocco panel 
inlay; the lettering is tooled with 
Weiss initials; the ends are hand- 
made paper with harmonious free 
brush decorations and Jeather hinges. 
“The Vintage Festival” is bound in

Tue firm was at first known as 
Dunlap & Grosset, not Grosset & 
Dunlap; an edition binder, MELVILLE 
STRONG, who operated the North 
River Bindery at the time, solved 
their problem; the partners threw a 
bombshell into the book trade world 
with their pioneer 50c cloth-bound re- 
binds; the rest is publishing history. 

The above are some of the high 
spots, of which there are a-plenty, in 
the memoirs of Grorce T. DUNLAP, 
written for his children, several chap- 
ters of which recently appeared in 
The Publishers’ Weekly, by whose 
courtesy his picture is reproduced. 
Here were two book salesmen who 
believed that a cloth-bound book 
would fetch a better price than a pa- 
per-bound volume, and who couldn’t 
understand why it couldn’t be done. 
Strong, the bookbinder, did some fig- 
uring with pad and pencil, estimated 
the binding at 5c per copy, and the 
partners immediately bought 5,000 
copies of “The Christian” from the 
American News Co. These were 
shipped to the North River Bindery, 
the paper covers removed, and later 
emerged in Indian file, all togged out 
in new cloth uniforms. And that’s 
how, messieurs, the rebind or reprint 
publishing business was born. 

Mr. Dunlap’s memoirs are a tribute 
to the memory of his late partner, 
ALEXANDER GrossET, and he fre- 
quently pauses in his engrossing nar- 
rative to dwell on their Damon-and- 
Pythias association of long standing. 
Their publishing business, rumor 
saith, has resulted in the sale of 45 
million cloth-bound juveniles alone in 
the last quarter-century, now averag- 
ing 3 million a year. This com- 
pares with about a million each for 
the firm’s two nearest competitors. 

Mr. Dunlap tells how he once ac- 
cepted a “flattering offer” from Rand 
McNally & Co. as traveling sales- 
man, leaving his former partner to 
handle alone the stock of the retail

book store they had started. But he 
remained there only four months for 
the publishing yen, particularly the 
rebind idea, was uppermost in their 
minds and seeking expressiog. 

“There was nothing left for me to 
do but to quit,” he writes, “and this 
I did as gracefully as possible; and 
Alexander Grosset and I were once 
more hooked up together, a partner- 
ship sealed by the closest sort of 
friendship and mutual trust, that was 
to last for 37 years, and to be ter- 
minated only by his untimely death 
last October.”

In our capacity as a bookbinding 
journalist it seems we’ve commented 
upon a thousand-and-one varieties of 
curious bindings. But every now 
and then connoisseur WALTER Hart 
BLUMENTHAL, associate editor of the 
American Hebrew, adds some new 
numbers to his famous fantastic col- 
lection, which provide us with some 
more believe-it-or-not “copy.” 

Mr. Blumenthal, who claims to 
have the largest assembly of freak 
books and odd bindings in the world, 
has part of his collection at 15 Cen- 
tral Park West, N. Y., and in Phila- 
delphia. Numbered among his prizes 
are bindings in rattlesnake and lizard 
skin, tapestry, wallpaper, oilcloth, 
carved papier-maché and carved wood, 
a bandanna handkerchief, and human 
skin. Books bound in human epi- 
dermis are by no means rare, he states. 
He has two of them, and a German 
collector has three books bound in the 
skin of one negro! 

In discussing his hobby Mr. Blu- 
menthal has a store of anecdotes 
about other bindings of equally in- 
credible materials. There are also 
books bound in glass, rubber, tinfoil, 
and ostrich feathers. A French fish- 
ing enthusiast has a book on angling 
bound in the skin of a sole, without 
one scale missing.

On Biggest Book of the Year 


ConTAIninG over 5 million 
words, representing 25 miles of type, 
20 tons of metal, 8114 tons of paper 
(covering 348 square miles of paper 
if stock: used were spread out in a 
single sheet), it is natural that the 
new one-volume Columbia Encyclo- 
pedia, described by its publishers as 
physically the largest book of the 
year, should also embrace some other 
interesting bookmaking statistics. 

According to Frank Spur, of the 
Columbia University Press produc- 
tion department, 4,200 yards of tan 
bookbinding cloth, one of the heaviest 
buckrams made, were especially wov- 
en for the volume so that it can stand 
the wear and tear of generations. 
Also, the 17 tons of binders board 
used were made to specifications to in- 
sure against any possible cracking or 
bending. The paper for the first 
printing, a non-glare English finish, 
was likewise made to the specifica- 
tions of the Columbia University 
Press to secure the minimum weight 
with the maximum opacity and ten- 
sile strength. 

The volume is 12%” high, 9%”, 
wide and 3” thick. It contains 1,984 
pages and weighs 9 Ibs. Silk head- 
bands further fortify the strong bind- 
ing. The book is folded in 32-page 
sections, reinforced by sewing on the 
first and last halves of either signa- 
ture and the first half of the second 
half and last half of the next-to-last 
signature. The end-sheets are tipped 
to the end signatures and reinforced 
with cambric. The books are gath- 
ered and sewed on four tapes, 
trimmed flush, and the edges stained 
brown to match the cloth. The 
backbone is lined with two kraft 
liners and two supers, one cut flush 
and one extended. 


Genutne gold leaf was used for 
the stamping on the recto and spine. The 
book is indexed with 20 thumb cuts in 


two parallel rows. The edges of the 
cuts are stained in green; there are gold 
letters on the black leather index tabs. 
The book was printed and bound by The 
Lakeside Press (R. R. Donnelley & 
Sons, Co.), Chicago. 

Proof-reading precautions, in a refer- 
ence book of this type, were unusually 
rigid. Each of the more than 5 million 
words was carefully read at the press 
eight different times to eliminate any 
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possibility of typographical error. This 
was in addition to the many proof read- 
ings by the editorial staff at the Colum- 
bia University Press. An especially de- 
signed carton, made from 275 lb. card- 
board, with air cushions on either end 
and a decorative wrapper around the 
package was also designed to facilitate 
mailing and protect the book in transit. 

The comprehensive nature of the book 
is shown by looking up such typical en- 
tries as “book,” “bookbinding,” “type,” 
“printing,” and by following through 
the references and cross-references. The 
work is, however, of a general nature, 
offering a mine of information under 
nearly 53,000 headings. 

The encyclopedia, which represents 
eight years of editorial work, is the 
first ever prepared and published by an 
American university. Publication date 
is October 17. 


Issue First Volume of New 
Series of The Colophon 


Vol. I, No. 1 of the New Series of 
The Colophon, “A Quarterly for Book- 
men,” has made its appearance in a 
format that is entirely different from 
the original series, which was published 
in 20 quarterly parts from 1930 through 
1934. The annual subscription price is 
$6; single copies are $1.80. 

The first volume of the new series 
has been designed by W. A. Dwiggins, 
who created the new Linotype face, 
Electra, for the text, employing it here 
for the first time. Formerly published 
as a quarto, the new series appears in 
octavo form. 

Several of the articles, which concern 
themselves chiefly with literary research 
and curiosa, deal with bookmaking mat- 
ters. David A. Randall contributes an 
interesting essay, “Waverley in Amer- 
ica,” in which he tells about the vast 
popularity which Scott’s novels enjoyed 
in America and how any new work 
from his pen was in instant demand. 
American publishers made undercover 
arrangements abroad whereby proofs of 
a forthcoming Scott best seller were in- 
stantly dispatched to the U. S. on the 
fastest sailing vessel available, even be- 
fore the author was able to make 
changes on the proofs. 

Competition was particularly keen be- 
tween a Philadelphia and a N. Y. pub- 
lisher, and the former was sometimes 
able to get ahead of his rival by a few 
days, or even hours, by printing and 
binding his books at fever heat and de- 
livering them in N. Y. by fast horses. 
The result was that the pirated Amer- 
ican editions of Scott’s works followed 
the author’s original text more closely 
than the first British editions, whose 
publication was more than often delayed 
because of Scott’s meticulous reading 
and correction of proofs. 


The Aitken Bible of 1782 is still sup- 


posed to be the first English Bible to 
be printed in America, although Ran- 
dolph G. Adams in “America’s First 
Bibles” seeks to prove that it had a fore- 
runner in the Baskett Bible of 1752. Ac- 
cording to his theory, the Baskett Bible, 
despite its London imprint, was printed 
in Boston and sold secretly. In “Some 
Recent Books About Paper,” Ruth 
Shepard Grannis reviews the reference 
material on papermaking which has ap- 
peared in recent years, encompassing 
her valuable data within the limits of a 
single article. 

The Colophon is printed as hand- 
somely as ever, providing an excellent 
example of book typography and gen- 
eral bookmaking. Subscriptions for the 
new Colophon and orders for some of 
the earlier numbers may be obtained 
through BooKBINDING MAGAZINE.

Half-Century Anniversary 


Established in 1885, the E. C. Fuller 
Co., 28 Reade St. N. Y. C., and 343 
South Dearborn St., Chicago, one of the 
outstanding firms in the country deal- 
ing in bookbinders’ and printers ma- 
chinery and supplies, is this year observ- 
ing its 50th anniversary in business. 

It was exactly a half-century ago that 
the late Egbert C. Fuller, founder of 
the concern, entered into an agreement 
with The Smyth Manufacturing Co., 
of Hartford, Conn., whereby the Fuller 
organization became the sole selling 
agents for Smyth machinery in North 
and South America. Mr. Fuller, who 
was born in Hopedale, Mass., was at 
one time engaged as erector, demon- 
strator, and salesman for the Thomp- 
son Wire Stitcher Co., of New Haven, 
Conn., said to have been the manufac- 
turers of the first wire stitcher to be 
made in the U. S. 

Mr. Fuller, however, decided to locate 
in N. Y. C., where the firm he estab- 
lished was first known under the style 
of Fuller & Montague, the name being 
changed within a few years to E. C. 
Fuller & Co., which it has remained 
ever since. A few years prior to his 
death six years ago, Mr. Fuller disposed 
of his majority interest in the company, 
remaining, however, as a_ stockholder 
and director. Ian D. Mackenzie, vice- 
president and treasurer of the Smyth 
Manufacturing Co., was elected presi- 
dent-treasurer. M. S. Little, president 
of the Smyth Manufacturing Co., be- 
came vice-president; and Carl G. Dun- 
derberg, who has been with the Fuller 
organization for 32 years, secretary; E. 
E. Bush, former president and treasurer, 
becoming chairman of the board. 

Besides acting as selling agents for 
the Smyth Manufacturing Co. in two 
continents, the E. C. Fuller Co. is also 
sole agent for the Standard Machinery 
Co. of Mystic, Conn., and in the metro-

Several dozen were bound for 
the Britannica salesmen in N. Y., 
with others slated for other cities. 

Armed with such a book, the sales- 
man can show the prospect in capsule 
form the copious nature of the refer- 
ence data in the encyclopedia regard- 
ing his ancestral background and the 
wealth of other correlative material 
available in the set. Other groups and 
nationalities extensively represented in 
the population of America will, we 
understand, soon be made the subjects 
of similar volumes, and will be issued 
in the future, thereby providing the 
Britannica sales staff with further ef- 
fective selling tools.

We, therefore, read with 
interest “All About Tea,” by Wil- 
liam H. Ukers, M.A., recently issued 
in two volumes by the Tea & Coffee 
Trade Journal, 79 Wall St., N. Y. C. 
Not only are the volumes attractive 
and sturdy examples of bookmaking, 
but they suggest pertinently the pos- 
sibilities of the trade paper field as a 
publishing source for standard works 
of reference. 

That every trade journal should 
issue a year book or an authoritative 
volume from time to time to cover 
its particular field seems logical; 
BoOKBINDING MAGAZINE, with its 
1935 Annual slated for production in 
the near future, is a typical case in 
point and by no means an exception. 

“All About Tea” sells for $25 a 
set. Orders for over 200 sets were re- 
ceived from 27 countries in advance 
of publication. The same company is- 
sued some years ago a single 860- 
page volume by Mr. Ukers, “All 
About Coffee,” which retailed for 
$15; this was also very well received 
in the tea and coffee trades. 

The present two-volume set runs 
to 1,152 pages, contains 1,700 illus- 
trations and other copious data, rep- 
resenting the fruit of 30 years’ study 
of the subject.

Strike at Ginn & Co. Plant 
Settled; 270 Return to Work 


Settlement of the 16 weeks’ strike of 
bookbinders, pressmen, and press feed- 
ers at the plant of Ginn & Co., Cam- 
bridge, Mass., textbook publishers, was 
announced last month, with 270 employ- 
ees returning to work. According to 
The International Brotherhood of Book- 
binders, the understanding is that there 
will be no discrimination against union 
activity; that the union be recognized, 
also the 40-hour week (from Monday to 
Friday), union overtime rates, and a 
restoration of the 1929 hourly wage 
rates. On January 1, 1936, three-fifths 
of the difference between current and 
1929 rates will be added to wages, and 
on March 1 the remaining two-fifths. 
The agreement will be effective for one 
year. Arbitration is also provided for.

Granted to Paris Inventor 


A British patent, No. 424,774, has been 
granted to A. A. Fortier of Paris, 
France, covering the manufacture of 
rubber covers for binding books, ledgers, 
and the like. Rubber or rubber compo- 
sition comprises the cover, ‘the British 
and Colonial Printer and Stationer re- 
ports, and the cover has two board por- 
tions integral with a back portion, and 
flexible longitudinal portions between 
the back and the boards to allow clos- 
ing and opening the boards. 

Through thinning the cover material 
at these positions, the flexible longi- 
tudinal portions are obtainable ; however, 
if the cover is vulcanized, one may omit 
vulcanization at these positions. The 
covers, it is stated, may be embossed, 
goffered, printed, painted, or otherwise 
decorated, or a decorative moulding 
process may be ‘used.

Wire Stitchers 


To THE Epitor: 

I have read with great interest the 
story of the Wire Stitching Machine 
in the August issue. This recalls to 
my mind an occurrence which has di- 
rect bearing on the article. About 
twenty years ago an elderly gentleman 
from Philadelphia called at this office 
and presented his card. He was then 
interested in what might be called re- 
search work in the development of 
certain machinery for the manufac- 
ture of a paper product to replace 
glass containers for dispensing milk. 
During the conversation it was 
brought out that he had done exten- 
sive experimenting in the very early 
days of the moving-picture industry. 

He was then a man of perhaps sev- 
enty years of age. His name was 
Henry Heyl, and while the spelling 
of this name differs from the name in 
your article, there still remains a dis- 
tinct similarity. He told me a very 
interesting story of the first wire 
stitching machine and he claimed to 
have been its inventor. According to 
his story the machine was developed 
for exhibition at the Centennial Ex- 
position at Philadelphia in 1876. 

Perhaps the most interesting part 
of the tale is the fact that one of Mr. 
Heyl’s employees, a man named 
Brehmer, was working with him in 
perfecting this first wire stitcher; and 
after its successful completion this 
man left to return to his native coun- 
try, Germany, where he with his 
brother engaged in the manufacture 
of wire stitching machines. Their 
product immediately found a ready 
market in all parts of the world, and 
it is possible that through this begin- 
ning the firm of Gebriider Brehmer 
of Leipzig was established. 

This, in its essentials, is the story 
as told to me by Mr. Heyl. From 


what was probably a very crude first 
machine, wire stitchers have been de- 
veloped into the wonderful machines 
which are at the disposal of bookbind- 
ers today.

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PORTRAITS 


No. 11 of a Series: 


O NE day in 1924 a girl with an 
alliterative name, a high school educa- 
tion, topped off by Columbia courses 
in the beaux arts, decided to invade 
the publishing field. 

Coincidentally, there were two 
young chaps with the same ambition 
—Richard Simon and M. Lincoln 
Schuster, the two Essandess boys. 
They hired their first employee. It 
was Miss Lillian Lustig who got the 
job. 

She opened the mail, ran the 
switchboard, introduced budding au- 
thors, took dictation, kept the files, 
and did the billing. After a few 
months she was promoted to the man- 
ufacturing end, and has been han- 
dling production ever since. On Jan- 
uary 1, this year, after nearly 11 years 
with Essandess, she joined the Hart- 
ney Press, N. Y. C., where produc- 


tion is just one of her jobs. 


In her present role Miss Lustig is 
chiefly concerned with turning out 
two $2 novels a month where the cost 
is an important factor to be watched 
warily. 

“Despite a budgetary limitation 
there is no reason why one cannot de- 
sign attractive trade books. 

“Combining one-color ink stamping 
with labels, two-color stamping, and 
by using striking labels to fit em- 
bossed surfaces, triangular and other- 
wise, one can lift a book above the 
commonplace. Binding in two dif- 
ferent colored cloths is also highly ef- 
fective.” 


“While with a general list and a 
more elastic budget, one can design a 
book with higher esthetic standards, it 
does not follow that an ‘economical’ 
book should be just an uninspired ink 
stamping job.” She is interested in 
the possibilities of printing directly on 
the cloth by photo litho, dispensing 
with the jacket, but prefers to watch 
developments.

four-up. She admits this might be 
difficult for other publishers but it fits 
in well with her present schedule. 
Paper is the same, the size of the 
books alike. But she eschews regi- 
mentation in binding and typography. 
For the latter she varies her pages 
with Baskerville, Bodoni Book, 
Scotch, and Janson. 

The two most conspicuous trends 
during the last 10 years, Miss Lustig 
feels, are the realization that book de- 
sign is important and has a distinct 
bearing on sales, and the fact that the 
publishers no longer make a fetish of 
bulk. Time was when publisher and 
his salesmen almost used a ruler to 
measure the thickness of a book to de- 
termine its sales appeal. Lacking 
bulk, a book can be so designed as to 
be attractively saleable; the salesmen 


no longer shake their heads doubt- 
fully. 


Miss Lustig also feels that the cloth 
and ink people might cooperate more 
closely, before introducing a new ma- 
terial, to determine what inks can be 
used to best advantage to avoid re- 
stamping, such advance knowledge of 
specific color combinations allowing 
the designer greater leeway and avoid- 
ing a stamping problem later in the 
bindery. 






NOTES FOR NOVICES: 
3. DON’T 


x common characteristic of a 
novice, whether he be one in produc- 
ing a book or in kissing a girl, is lots 
of theoretical knowledge but little, if 
any, practical experience. ‘The text- 
book from which he has acquired his 
knowledge has told him in each case 
what to do, and why; but only ex- 
perience will teach him, eventually, 
what not to do. 


Human nature, however, invariably 
impels a beginner to be original. He 
feels that the experts have grown 
stodgy by doing the same thing day 
after day; he wants to be different 
and doesn’t see any reason why, for 
instance, running heads shouldn’t be 
at the bottom of a page for a change 
instead of on the top. As it happens, 
he is entirely right in assuming that 
practically anything can be done, and 
can be done successfully under cer- 
tain circumstances; he is wrong only 
in thinking that he himself can do it 
right here and now. 


There are a number of temptations 
which are particularly strong to the 
novice in book manufacturing—es- 
pecially if he happens to come from 
certain other fields of typographic en- 
deavor. Let me enumerate the pit- 
falls, even at the danger of sounding 
funny: 

Do not spell out folios. 

Do not set type at an angle. 

Do not set type vertically—not 
even on the copyright page. 

Do not mix incongruous types for 
an unusual effect. 

Do not specify types never before 
used for book work. 

Do not excuse an ugly type page as 
“interesting.” 

Do not invent a “different” scheme 
of margins. 

Do not print the text in any other 
color but black. 

Do not print on anything but white 
paper, or shades of white. 

Do not print on any paper never 
before used for book work. 

Do not specify any binding ma- 
terials never before used on bindings. 

If none of these things ever oc- 
curred to you, perhaps you are well on 
the way out of your novitiate. In that 
case, don’t let anybody tell you any- 
thing.

The reverse black panels arranged in a 
rectangle on the front and giving weight 
to the shelfback are fitted out with 
rules and sparkling stars; the lettering, 
though in caps, is neither heavy nor too 
plain. The top stain furnishes another 
black panel to finish an unusually uni- 
fied design. The interior typography is 
just as surprising in its pleasantness, for 
so serious a theme. The contrast be- 
tween the Granjon text face and the 
Bodoni Bold incidentals is dramatic and 
reminiscent of German typography. 
Hairspaced Bodoni Bold iialic caps are 
used for the running head and chapter 
head, Bodoni Bold roman caps for the 
Part title pages and subdivision heads.

Possessed of many good points, the 
design jars in the execution of certain 
details. The cover stamping, in a band 
across recto and spine, is in two re- 
verse red panels, through which the 
black lettering stands out with appro- 
priate sensationalism. This effect is al- 
most spoiled by the discordant pinkish 
top stain, where the right shade of 
scarlet would have considerably en- 
hanced it. The choice of toned stock 
was a good one; why, then, the ill-ad- 
vised use of white end sheets? The text 
treatment is interesting. At the outside 
of the running heads a crouching dog 
(lino G-3) is poised to spring inward. 
Only 2 lines of text, starting with a 2- 
line initial, are on the first page of each 
chapter ; centered above, in 36 pt. Jensen 
Open caps, is the heading. Here the un- 
necessary 2-line initial disturbs the bal- 
ance. Despite these false notes, the 
book has a definite atmosphere of its 
own.

The cover design achieves a peculiar- 
ly delicate quality without recourse to 
stamping, but by using benday water- 
color labels drawn by Georg Salter in 
his own nostalgic style. Their soft, som- 
bre tones blend with the gray frame air- 
brushed on the neutral cloth, and with 
the powder-blue stain of all 3 edges. 
The labels would have looked more per- 
manent if countersunk into blank- 
stamped panels, though this safer treat- 
ment might have lessened the effects 
aimed at. This collection of stories is 
also of artistically tall proportions — 
5%"x8%4" over all, with a type page 
measuring 20x35% picas. The feel and 
look of the laid stock, with the pale 
blue stain framing the pages, adds much 
to the beauty of the format. The con- 
tents page is noteworthy: centered lines 
of caps, with a comma instead of lead- 
ers, and headed by the typographic ar- 
rangement used for the story titles: a 
2” double-rule box framing the title in 
18 pt. Bulmer italic caps, and a full- 
width rule below it. —D. M. G.

B.M.1. Launches Campaign to 
Stimulate U.S. Extra Binding 


An educational campaign for popu- 
larizing American de luxe binding, and 
conferences to consider the effect of 
altered tariffs on imported leathers and 
bindings are among the suggestions 
made at the July 30 meeting of leading 
New York extra binders, held at the 
office of the Book Manufacturers’ In- 
stitute, 25 W. 43rd St., N. Y. C. 

It was also suggested that the extra 
binders of the U. S. form a national 
group to become affiliated with the B. 
M. I. Such binderies have been re- 
quested to report confidentially to the 
B. M. I. Executive Director their net 
sales for 1933, 1934, and the first half 
of 1935, together with plant payroll 
(workers including executives who are 
active in plant) for such periods to com- 
pare the total volume of American sales 
with known import figures. 

A meeting is planned for early this 
month to consider again the feasibility 
of a formal application to the U. S. 
Tariff Commission for an _ increased 
duty on “bookbindings or covers wholly 
or in part of leather.” The possibility 
of a modest, yet systematic, campaign 
toward the education of booksellers and 
collectors as to the facilities and high 
standard of work available from Amer- 
ican extra binders has also been dis- 
cussed tentatively. Libraries, universi- 
ties, book shops and others would be 
encouraged to permit such binders to 
include some fine American bindings in 
every public book exhibit held. The 
trade press, covering publishing and 
book distribution, would also be asked 
to cooperate by publishing interesting 
articles on American de luxe binding. 


Book Cloth Standardization 
Program Ready for A.S.A. 


A program for standardization of 
book cloths and impregnated fabrics has 
been concluded by the Special Commit- 
tee of the Institute of Book Cloth and 
Impregnated Fabrics Manufacturers and 
the Research and Standardization Com- 
mittee of the E.B.A.-B.M.I., of which 
latter body Elbridge W. Palmer 
(Kingsport Press, Inc.) is chairman. 

The two groups, working together, are 
in accord on the details of the set-up, 
and steps are being taken to turn the 
program over to the American Standards 
Association shortly.
